According to SCORE International’s 
president Sal Fish, the motorcycle 
and ATV classes in the Baja 500 off- 
road race in Baja California, Mexico, 
June 3-4, have been scratched from 
the event. “We're just involved in a 
big political mess with the ranchers 
and the government," said Fish. 
“The ranchers in the entire northern 
and Pacific sections of the course 
blocked the race and won't let us ride 
through their land, so we have to 
reroute the course so it will start and 
end in San Felipe instead of in 
Ensenada. But in order to do this, 
the government only allows us to run 
in one specific area and this area just 
isn't suitable for motorcycles. The 
section we have to run is just too 
fast, dusty and hot, and combining 
the very fast four-wheel vehicles with 
the motorcycles would be a tragedy; 
it would be just too dangerous for 
the motorcycles. For safety reasons, 
we have no choice but to exclude the 
motorcycles and ATVs from this 
year's event." 








Italian Pier-Francesco Chili (Hon) 
won the fifth round of the World 
Championship Road Race Series 
in Misano, Italy, on May 14. Chili 
topped Brit Simon Buckmaster 
(Hon) and Switzerland's Michael 
Rudroff (Hon) in the rain-sodden 
event. After a rain delay that 
lasted over an hour, the 500cc GP 
was started with a full grid, but 
stopped after only five laps. Heavy 
rain then drenched the track and 
the top riders, with the exception 
of Chili, refused to race, citin 
dangerous conditions. Only 1 
riders competed in the re-start. 
Wayne Rainey still leads Eddie 
Lawson by 10 points, 71-61, in 
the title chase. Chili's win moves 
him to fourth in the point stand- 
ings with 39 points.

Larry Roeseler (Kaw) captured his 
third consecutive victory at the 
19th Annual Virginia City Grand 
Prix in Virginia City, Nevada, May 
13-14. Roeseler finished ahead of 
Eric McKenna (Hon), Duke Dowell 
(Hon), Billy Grossi and Matt Cul- 
lins (KTM). 


Citing a lack of response from 
potential sponsors, H.E. Murrell 
Enterprises has pulled out of prom- 
oting the June 18 World Champion- 
ship 500cc MX Grand Prix at Hol- 
lister Hills Motor Sports Facility in 
Hollister, California. Ben Hance, the 
concessionaire who runs Hollister 
Hills, will now promote the GP 
instead of Murrell Enterprises. “I’m 
trying to get as many people involved 
as possible to save it," said Hance. 
According to Hance, the GP will run 
as scheduled with amateur racing to 
be run on a separate track on Sat- 
urday, June 17. Hance says that there 
will be long, GP-type motos and that 
entries will be limited. Each entry 
will also include admission to the 
GP the next day, and a few of the 
local Pro class riders can qualify for 
Sunday’s 125cc Support program 
through Saturday’s amateur event.

Harley-Davidson factory rider 
Kevin Atherton reports that his 
brother Brian is recovering well 
from his broken leg, broken ribs 
and back injuries he suffered at 
the Phoenix, Arizona, round of the 
600 National Championship Dirt 
Track Series on April 22. “Brian's 
home (in White Pigeon, Michigan) 
now.

Muzzy, who’s preparing 
Doug Chandler’s Kawasaki ZX7 
Supersport and Superbike machines, 
told the concerned parties in advance 
that he would file a protest, and cited 
five factors — cam timing, compres- 
sion ratio, alternator output, igni- 
tion and deck height Muzzy was 
most concerned with the cam timing, 
which varied by as much as seven 
degrees on the intake side of the 
inspected machines, a large discre- 
pancy considering all three motor- 
cycles were supposedly identical 
Suzuki GSXR750s. Muzzy pointed 
out that it's possible to significantly

was similarly conducted, simply 
insuring that the machines had a 
stock black box, with no actual 
test of the rev limiter. According 
to Muzzy, this leaves plenty of 
leeway for creative modifications 
to the stock electronics, from 
removal of the brushes in the 
alternator to reduce drag, to 
recalibration of the stock black 
box to raise the rev limit. The deck 
height inspection brought similar 
results to the cam timing ques- 
tion, with differences of .007 to 
.008 inches. Nevertheless, AMA 
officials including tech inspector 
Kevin Cameron ruled that the 
differences were “‘within manu- 
facturing tolerances” and there 
were no disqualifications. ''Every 
rider here should know what the 
rules are, what they mean, and 
how they will be enforced,” said 
Muzzy. 


Former AMA Formula One and Two 
Champion Randy Renfrow, 33, 
returned to racing at Road Atlanta 
after missing the last two profes- 
sional road races at Sears Point '88 
and Daytona '89. Renfrow missed 
Sears Point with a severely bruised 
leg, theresult of a crash at the WERA 
24 Hours of Willow Springs, and in 
his absence David Sadowski was 
enlisted to ride the Vance & Hines 
Suzuki Superbike. Sadowski signed 
with Vance & Hines over the winter, 
leaving Renfrow without a ride for 
this year's Daytona Cycle Week. 
Renfrow contemplated retirement 
until he was contacted by Common- 
wealth Racing to ride their Honda 
RS750-powered Pro Twins bike. 
"Martin Adams talked me into 
riding it and I'm glad I did," said 
Renfrow after he won the Pro Twins 
Grand Prix. 

















Two Brothers Racing's Kevin and 
Craig Erion debuted a second 
Honda Hawk GT in the Pro Twins 
Modified Production class at 
Road Atlanta. The new bike, 
which they say weighs under 
300 ibs., features works compo- 
nents from a Honda RC30 includ- 
ing the front suspension, wheels, 
brakes, radiator and carburetors, 
and is far tricker than the Hawk 
that Craig rode to an 11th-place 
finish at Daytona. Unfortunately, 
the team experienced three 
engine (likely piston skirt) failures 
during the weekend, one each on 
Kevin's race and backup motors, 
and then another after Craig made 
the "supreme sacrifice” and lent 
Kevin his motor, which then also 
broke. Kevin had turned lap times 
in practice that were two seconds 
faster than those recorded by race 
winner Craig Shambaugh during 
the race, so the bike appears to 
be extremely competitive. It's 
now just a matter of improving the 
reliablity factor.

Chandler has 
"perfect night" at 


Ascot Half Mile

"It was a dream — a perfect night," said 
Doug Chandler after he had won the 20- 
lap Ascot Gold Cup Half Mile round of the 


Camel Pro Series at Ascot Park. The Salinas, 


California, racer also set fast Scott-prepared Honda he said 
time and won the fastest heat *was flawless." The last three laps 
6 of the night aboard a Hank of the race saw Chandler cruising 





along by himself, but the first 17 laps 
produced furious action that saw 
Grand National Champion Scott 
Parker, 600 National Champion 
Chris Carr and two-time Grand 
National Champion Ricky Graham 
all spend some time in the lead. 

After Carr crashed and Parker 
suffered a mechanical problem, 
Graham on the Rob Muzzy R&D 
Honda that '*was put together at the 
last minute" moved into second and 
finished there. The runner-up finish 
by Graham, who holds the Ascot 
one-lap and 20-lap records which 
weren't challenged at this race, 
duplicated his performance in last 
September's Ascot Half Mile. 

Maryland's Rodney Farris, who 
was never in a position to challenge 
for the top two spots, turned in a 
strong ride on the Ed Adkins-tuned 
Harley-Davidson, the only Harley in 
the top seven spots, to take third in 
the race that drew 6884 dirt track 
fans. 

Chandler, who scored his ninth 
National win and fourth at Ascot, 
earned $4000 for the win, $100 for 
the fastest time trial lap and $160 for 
leading eight laps. Graham pocketed 
$2650 from the $29,500 purse for 
finishing second, and Farris banked 
$1725 for third. 











-The race tightened up the Camel 
Pro Series point standings. Carr's 
lead was cut to just two points, 36- 
34, over Texan Terry Poovey who 
finished fifth. The runner-up finish 
by Graham moved him from sixth 
to third in the standings with 32 
points, two more than Chandler who 
now has 30, and moved up to fourth 
from ninth. 


Time Trials 

Only 33 Experts posted for the race 
and that ensured that all would 
qualify for the program that offers 
spots for 48 riders. Chandler turned 
in a 22.530-second lap for fast time 
of the night, but far short of Gra- 
ham's track record of 21.419 set in 
1983, to earn the pole position for 
the first of four heat races. 

Parker was second fastest with a 
time of 22.571, Will Davis third at 
22.574 and Carr earned the fourth 
heat pole position with the fourth 
fastest lap, a 22.615-second tour of 
the Gardena oval. 

Three-time Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen, who 
scored the first of his four Ascot 
National Half Mile wins in 1976, was 
fifth fastest at 22.77. Following the 
veteran with seventh fastest time was 
the youngest and newest member of 
the Harley-Davidson factory team, 
Springsteen's teammate Kevin 
Atherton, at 22.796. Rounding out 
the top 10 qualifiers were Sponseller 
Racing's Dan Ingram at 22.797, 
Sexton Racing's Rich King at 22.80, 
and Ingram's teammate Steve More- 
head with a 22.81 lap. 


Heats 

As the field for the first of four 
10-lap heat races gridded, Harley- 
Davidson factory rider Carr stood 
looking at the track in turn four: “It’s 
going to be fast," said Carr, “par- 
ticularly in this heat." He was right. 

Chandler gave everyone a hint of 
what was to follow as he led every 
lap of the first heat, a race that turned 
out to be the fastest of the night, just 
as Carr had predicted. Pressured on 
the first two laps by Ingram, 
Chandler opened up a gap on lap 
three and sailed home the winner, 
completing the race in 3 minutes, 
44.54 seconds. 

Graham took over second for good 
on the third lap, stuffing his way past 
Ingram as the pair dove into turn 
three. Ingram held on to third to 
advance to the National along with 
winner Chandler and runner-up 
Graham. King took fourth and along 
with those who followed him was 
headed for a semi-final race. 

First, second and third place 
finishers in a National half mile 
program transfer to the final, while 
the fourth through ninth place 
finishers transfer to a semi. With 
only nine riders starting the first heat 
and eight competing 1n each of the 
remaining three heats, everyone was 
guaranteed a second shot at making 
the final. 

Morehead, aboard the Sponseller 
Racing Honda tuned by Skip Eaken, 
pulled the holeshot in the second 
heat but he was shadowed on the 
high line through turns one/two by 
Parker. The two quickly opened up 
a gap on their pursuers and went at 
it all around the track. After More- 
head led the charge across the start/ 
finish line on the opening lap, it was 
Parker's turn up front on lap two 
after Morehead stumbled in turn 
three and Parker dove under him to 
get the drive out of turn four. 
Morehead regained the lead out of 
turn two on the third lap, but on 
lap five Parker took the lead for good 
by riding the high line through turns 
three and four. Morehead hung on 
to the champ until Parker broke 
away on lap seven and lengthened 
his lead over the remaining laps to 





sail home the winner with Morehead 
taking second. 

While Parker and Marchéad 
dueled up front, a three-rider fight 
was taking place over third and it 
involved Pete Hames, Atherton and 
George Roeder. Hames and Atherton 
had gone at it throughout the race 
with Hames taking the low line 
through the turns and Atherton 
riding up high. Roeder joined the 
battle and slipped past the pair going 
into turn one on the white flag lap. 

As the three exited turn four 
headed for the checkered flag they 
were side-by-side with Roeder on the 
inside, Hames in the middle, and 
Atherton riding along the grand- 
stand wall. As they crossed the line 
disaster struck as the three collided 
and Hames went down hard. 

From his vantage point in the 
announcing booth above the grand- 
stands at the line, Roxy Rockwood 
said he saw “Hames reach over and 
pat Roeder with his left hand.” 
Roeder, whose Harley had its air 
filter knocked off in the incident, 
said, “I felt something hit my right 
leg." Atherton, who stayed on two 
wheels as did Roeder, got squeezed 
into the wall and hit his foot on the 
track access opening in the wall. 

“I stubbed my toes and my knee 
hurts a little, but other than that I’m 
alright,” said Atherton. 

Roeder took third to advance to 
the National, Atherton was headed 
for a semi, while Hames, who lives 
in nearby Palmdale, California, was 
tended to and taken to the hospital 
where he was released, reportedly 
bruised but otherwise not injured. 

The time on the second heat was 
3:45.63. 

The third heat belonged — all the 
way — to Winchester H-D/Manassas 
H-D/Z Galleries/Ed Adkins/Norm 
Farris/Shoei/Faball-sponsored 
“Hot Rod" Farris. The Cockeysville, 
Maryland, resident, who would be 
celebrating his 26th birthday the 
following Sunday by competing in 
the San Jose Mile, took the lead at 
the flash of the green starting light, 
on lap four had opened up a gap 
on the field, and then sailed home 
the winner in 3:46.11. 

Crowd favorite Springsteen got the 
best of a nearly race long duel with 
pole sitter Davis to take second 
behind Farris, and then Davis got the 
best of a late lap dice with Tim 
Mertens and Keith Day to take third. 

As the field crossed the line at the 
end of the first lap of the fourth and 
final heat race, it was Garvis Honda- 
sponsored Ronnie Jones out front 
with pole sitter Carr right on his rear 
fender and Scott Pearson in third. 

Marioneaux Racing’s Poovey 
dropped Pearson to fourth when 
Pearson stumbled in turn three and 
the Texan dove under him. Poovey 
was racing with a handicap. 

“I tore ligaments in my left knee 
at a race at Devil's Bowl Speedway 
in Texas a couple of weeks ago," said 
Poovey who won that race, "and I'm 
trying to use my left foot as little as 
possible.” 

The finish order was set on the 
fourth lap when Carr nipped Honda- 
mounted Jones at the line to take 
over the lead. The field strung out 
behind leader and eventual winner 
Carr, runner-up Jones, and third 
place finisher Poovey who rode “feet 
up” as much as possible. Pearson 
took fourth with former Grand 
National Champion Steve Eklund 
fifth in the slowest heat of the night 
at 3:46.66. 


Semis 

Only the winners of the two 10- 
lap semi-final races earn a transfer 
to the final and the man in that seat 
at the end of the first semi was 
Harley-mounted Don Estep. King 











pushed Estep through the opening 
laps and held the point position on 
laps five through seven, but he had 
momentarily stumbled in turn three/ 
four on lap seven and then on the 
following lap he stumbled too much 
and went down in the same spot and 
Estep took the lead, the win and the 
transfer to the National over Last 
Chance Qualifier-bound runner-up 
Atherton and third place finisher 
Charlie Orr. The track continued to 
“slow” and the time for the first semi 
was 3:49.62. 

Pearson was first off the line at the 
start of the second semi but the 
Californian was quickly gobbled up 
by the field and was back in fifth 
as the field exited turn two and 
headed down Ascot’s back straight 
with Mertens in the lead. 

Honda-mounted Mertens quickly 
opened up a winning margin over 
a three-man fight for second that saw 
Eklund, Day and Steve Aseltine use 
every inch of the track trying to gain 
an advantage. Aseltine, the winner 
of the Camel Pro Series opener at 
Daytona, dropped out of the fight 
on the ninth lap. “A carburetor fell 
off,” said a dejected Aseltine. 

Mertens took the win and Eklund 
edged Day for second after Day went 
high in turns three/four on the last 
lap and Eklund squared off the 
corner and got the drive to the 
checkered flag. 


Junior National 

Only 25 Junior class riders posted 
for the first Junior National Cham- 
pionship race of the year. With a 
program that called for two 12-rider 
heat races, the turnout was enough 
to provide a full field. 

Texan Mike Hale was fast quali- 
fier at 23:364 and he led the first six- 
lap heat race all the way despite 
pressure from eventual runner-up 
Dan Stanley of Bellingham, 
Washington. Audie Huff of Peoria, 
Illinois, finished third. 

The second Junior heat, which 
like the first one would advance the 
top six finishers to the final, was won 
handily by northern Californian Art 
Tresser. Ohioan Larry Pegram took 
second after taking that spot away 
from eventual third place finisher 
Kris Kiser when the rider from 
Hawaii went high in the fifth lap.

Stanley, who reaps the benefit of 
help from former World Champion 
road racer Steve Baker, who operates 
a dealership in Bellingham, led the 
first three laps of the 10-lap final, 
but Tresser took over the lead for 
good on the fourth lap. 

With Tresser, Stanley and Hale 
holding the first three positions, it 
appeared as though the finishing 
order was set when the halfway flags 
flew, but Hale dropped out of the 
race with a mechanical problem on 
lap seven. That left a four rider fight 
for third involving Huff, Kiser, Mike 
Eadie and Pegram and the battle 
continued right down to the finish 
line where Huff took the show spot 





behind winner Tresser and runner- 
up Stanley. 

ABC Body  Shop/Kendall- 
sponsored, Wood-Rotax-mounted 
Tresser, who carries a “III” behind 
his family name, said, "I've been 
waiting for a win like this. My dad 
was a flat tracker. I started out 
motocrossing but switched to flat 
tracking and this is where I'm going 
to stay." 


Last Chance Qualifier 

After lap four of the 10-lap LCQ 
it appeared that Keith Day had the 
last available transfer to the National 
in his hip pocket as the rider from 
northern California opened up a 
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Veteran Terry Poovey turned in a consistent ride to finish fifth in the 
National. The Texan was riding with torn ligaments in his left knee. 


small gap on a fight for second 
between former champ Eklund and 
Orr, who was sporting Scott Parker's 
old number 11. But on lap eight 
Eklund closed right in on Day when 
Day went high in turns three/four 
and Eklund dove low. The pair raced 
wheel-to-wheel around the oval on 
lap nine and when Day again went 
too high in three/four, Eklund took 
the lead. But Day had learned his 
lesson and he kept his Don's Plumb- 
ing Honda on the line the next time 
around and got enough drive to nip 
Eklund at the line to advance to the 
National and send Eklund packing. 


Atherton's night had come to a 


~ frustrating end when he unloaded, 


unhurt, in turn three on the third 
lap while running third. 





National 

Retired racer-turned-tuner Hank 
Scott, who won 17 Grand National 
Championship races between 1974 
and 1984, rolled the SuperTrapp/ 
D&S Racing/Arai/RK/Nankai/Bob 
Donabedian-sponsored Honda to the 
outside — grandstand wall — pole 
position line for his rider, Doug 
Chandler, as the field gridded for the 
20-lap National. “Having somebody 
like Hank preparing your bike 
makes a difference," said Chandler, 
who was looking for his first 
National victory since he won the 
San Jose Mile in May 1987. 

Joining Chandler on the front row 
were heat race winners Parker, Farris 
and Carr, plus Graham, who hadn’t 
tasted the winner’s champagne at a 
National since 1986, and veteran

Morehead, whose helmet bore the 
message, "Hurry back, Bubba," as 
did the helmet of his teammate 
Ingram. 

Ingram was on the second row 
along with Springsteen, Jones, 
Roeder, Davis and Poovey. Round- 
ing out the field on the third row 
were Estep, Mertens and Day. 

The green light flashed and the 
field hit the first turn with all the 
sound and fury only the Rolling 
Thunder Show can produce in 
motorcycle racing. Muzzys R&D/ 
Arai/Team Grayboy-sponsored Gra- 
ham, who won an Ascot Half Mile 
National back in ’83, led the field 
across the line at the end of the 
opening lap but the typical half mile 
early lap shuffle dropped him to 
fourth at the end of lap two, headed 
at the line by Parker, Carr and 
Chandler. Those four, closely 
pursued by Morehead, Farris and the 
rest of the field, continued to race 


in ultra-tight formation until the . 


sixth lap when Mertens slid down 
in turn three. Mertens quickly 
jumped up and got behind the hay 
bales on the outside of the turn but 
his Honda lay in the middle of the 
track for the next two laps. As the 
field came around each time they 
split high and low to avoid the bike. 

"] quickly realized that nobody 
was moving to get my bike off the 
track, so I did," said Mertens later. 
The Illinois rider pushed the bike 
up the banked turn and placed it 
behind a hay bale, but its tank 
remained in the middle of the track 
for another lap before Mertens ran 
down and retrieved it. 

As the starter displayed crossed 
flags indicating 10 of the 20 laps were 
in the book, the order was Parker, 
Chandler, Carr and Graham in tight 
formation with Farris a distance back 
in fifth and Morehead a bit behind 
Farris in sixth. 

The next lap produced the first 
major change of the running order 
when Carr went down in turn three. 
“I just missed hitting Chris in the 
head," said Farris after the race. Carr 
knelt behind his downed bike and 
stared at the riders who scrambled 
to avoid hitting the Harley. As soon 
as the field passed, Carr quickly 
remounted and returned to the race. 

Carr's misfortune left Parker and 
Chandler alone in the fight for the 
lead as Graham had dropped back 
a few bike lengths behind the two 
front-runners. At the end of the 15th 








lap, the order behind the front three 
was Farris, Jones, Morehead, Poo- 
vey, Springsteen, Davis, Roeder, 
Ingram, Day, Carr and Estep. 

With Parker running the turns 
high and Chandler low, it appeared 
as though their fight would go right 
down to the finish. But on lap 17 
it was all but over as Parker suddenly 
slowed, dropping back to fifth place. 

"We think it's something in the 
transmission, but we're not sure," 
said tuner Bill Werner after the race 
when asked what the problem was. 
In addition to Harley-Davidson, 
Bell, Tsubaki, Harley Owners 
Group (HOG) and ITT, Parker was 
sporting a new sponsor's decal, AIW 
of America. “That’s the union we 
(crew members) work for," said 
Werner. "I'd guess we're the only 
union member crew in the business.” 

Parker continued to fall back in 
the field, eventually finishing 13th 
to earn but two points. 

With two laps to go it was appar- 
ent that barring misfortune, 
Chandler would win, Graham 
would finish second and Farris third, 
as large gaps separated the three and 
Jones was running an equally lonely 
fourth. Behind Jones, Morehead and 
Poovey were dicing over fifth and 
despite a dragging rear brake that 
had the disc glowing a bright orange, 
Poovey got by Morehead on lap 19 
and held him off to the flag. 

Chandler’s winning time was 7 
minutes, 32.28 seconds, almost 17 
seconds short of Graham's record 
7:15.43 set in September, 1983. 

In winner's circle, Chandler wore 
an ear-to-ear grin. "It's been a 
while," he said, referring to the two- 
year-plus gap between the minutes- 
old win and his last National victory. 
“I had a rough year last year, but 
now I'm hooked up with Hank 
(Scott) and we're going for it." 

Commenting on the close racing 
he was engaged in until Parker's 
problem surfaced, Chandler said, 
"We were really goin’ at it. I thought 
we were going to do that all night 
but then Scottie’s bike gave out. The 
bike was flawless and I've got to 
thank (tuner) Hank Scott and (bike 
owner) Bob Donabedian for that." 

Runner-up Graham of Salinas, 
California, was pleased with his 
finish. “Following those guys 
around at the beginning was an eye- 
opener. Everything was awfully 
close. But it all worked out. I plan 
on being back in winner's circles a 
lot this year.” 

Third place finisher Farris said, 
“That was a tough race. I didn't even 
see Mertens’ bike laying in the track 
because I was concentrating so hard. 
I did see Chris (Carr) when he went 
down because that happened right 
in front of me. I just missed hitting 
him in the head." Farris, who hails 
from Cockeysville, Maryland, home 
of former two-time Grand National 
Champion Gary Nixon, added, “I 
started racing on a track in Maryland 


— Dorsey — that reminds me a 
bunch of this place. I go well here."e

Humans make it two in 


a row with Willow win

ROSAMOND, CA, MAY 6 


The Human Race Team's Kurt Hall and 
Andy Fenwick overcame a crash on the 151st 
lap to give the Yamaha FZR1000-mounted 
team its second consecutive series win today 


in a six-hour perseverance test 
at Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway. 


Hall and Fenwick com- 
pleted 193 laps of the 2.5-mile, nine- 
turn Willow Springs facility under 
scorching temperatures in the high 
desert of southern California. The 
Fox/Metzeler/Arai/Klotz/Yamaha- 
sponsored duo turned in 482.5 miles 
for an average speed of 80.416 mph 
in a race that included one red flag. 

Second place overall went to the 
Simi Valley Cycles/Johnson & Wood 
Salvage/Dunlop-sponsored BMR 
Motorsports team of Mike Gosler, 





Bruce Reimer and Steve Ellmore. 
The 1986 Suzuki GSXR750-mounted 
team ended the six hours with 191 
laps, finishing two laps behind the 
Humans and second in the Heavy- 
weight Superbike class. Third place 
overall went to Mark McDaniels and 
David Deveau on the 3-D Racing 
Suzuki GSXR1100. Fourth place 
overall and first Mediumweight 
Superbike went to Team America’s 
Yamaha FZR600 with Team Lips' 
Suzuki GSXR750 rounding out the 
top five. 

Pegasus Racing II (first in Medi- 
umweight Production), O'Neil Rac- 
ing, Vitesse Racing (first in Light- 
weight), Caz Racing, and Precision 








Team Suzuki crashed out of the 
lead on the 151st lap. 


Sport Racing made up the top 10 
overall finishers. 

What of perennial top finisher 
Team Suzuki Endurance? 

The four-time National Cham- 
pions were the first to go down in 
a six-team: crash, along with the 
Humans, that brought out the red- 
flag on the 151st lap. Georgian Mike 
Smith was riding the team's 1989 
Suzuki GSXR1100 Superbike when 
he crashed in oil in turn two, a third- 
gear right-hander. 

“I got slam dunked - two points," 
Smith said after his high-speed slide. 
"It (the oil) was right at the apex. 
I'm glad Andy (Fenwick) was six or 
seven seconds behind me - it gave 
me a chance to run. He came with 
four or five other guys." 

The left case of the Suzuki was 
ripped off, causing a few to point 
at Smith as the source of the turn 
two oil. In defense of the Willow 
Springs first-timer, however, was the 
fact that his crash resulted in a 
highside which may have caused the 
case damage. Either way the Team 
Suzuki Endurance effort was 
scrapped because as one team 
member put it: “The bike’s destroyed 
and I know a destroyed bike when 
I see one.” 

The Humans also suffered damage 
to their FZR1000, but were able to 
salvage a workable motorcycle. They 
benefitted greatly from Team Suzu- 
ki’s departure, streaking to a two-lap 
lead and an ever-increasing point 
lead in defense of their National 
Championship. 

The six-hour event started close to 
11:45 a.m. with Team Suzuki’s Paul 
Bray leading the 47-team field into 
Willow’s turn one. Bray was fol- 
lowed closely by the Humans and 3- 
D Racing. Bray would lead the first 
go-around before settling into a pace 
that he predicted would be “just this 
side of conservative.” 

Bray later reported that he was 
bumped in turn one by Doug 
Toland, a long-time Willow Springs 
racer who was getting in some extra 
practice for the following day’s 
Formula USA race, on the opening 
lap. Toland was officially entered in 
the race and came complete with a 
scorer and a crew, lacking only a 
teammate. Bray protested, but ended 
up dropping the issue. Toland’s 
early torrid pace gave him the 6-hour 
lap record, breaking Russell Paulk’s 
mark of 1:29.9 with a 1:29.4 early in 
the race. He would lead until pitting. 

The second wave of riders to attack 
turn one were led by Team America, 
followed closely by Caz Racing and 
3-D Racing Too. 

At the end of the first lap it was 
still Team Suzuki, followed by a fast- 





closing Toland (Team Powersports) 
and the Humans. Those three had 
already pulled clear from 3-D Racing 
and Team Hyper-Cycle (a team 
tossed together by Hyper-Cycle 
owner Carry Andrew, who was 
racing with the number one Hyper- 
Cycle team in the AMA/CCS 
National at Road Atlanta). 

The first hour saw the pre-race 
favorites, the Humans and Team 
Suzuki run into problems. The 
Humans’ Kurt Hall pitted early with 
a badly-chunking Metzeler rear slick. 
"It didn’t work out," his teammate 
Fenwick said. “I think it started to 
chunk or something. Maybe he 
didn't warm it up properly." 

The team lost a lap changing the 
rear tire, and they would finish the 
first hour in seventh place. Their's 
would be the first of the tire problems 
caused by hot conditions on a fast 
Willow Springs layout. 

Shortly thereafter Bray pulled the 
Team Suzuki entry into the pits for 
an unscheduled pit stop. Bray had 
the Suzuki back out before it was 
even stopped, however, when he 
realized his grave error. Bray had 
been given a ‘‘P-1, plus 30” pit signal 
to let him know he was indeed 
leading the race due to Toland's lack 
of teammate. He translated the pit 
board as meaning they wanted him 
in the pits on the following lap. The 
team still managed to lead the first 
hour by a lap over the second-placed 
team of 3-D Racing, who at this 
point in the race were having a 
relatively easy time of things. 

Team Suzuki would run into more 
difficulty just after the first hour 
mark as its Dunlop rear slick 
chunked, ala Human's Metzelers. 
The chunked rear tire was disco- 
vered, however, as Smith was leaving 
the pits and it took the team several 
laps to get the message to the young 
rider that he was supposed to pit. 

BMR held third at the end of the 
first hour with Precision Sport 
Racing fourth and Team Hyper- 
Cycle fifth. Hyper-Cycle's 1988 
Suzuki GSXR1100 was beginning to 
sputter, running on three cylinders 
before fading to two and eventually 
dropping the team of Curtis Adams 
and Chuck Magnusson out of the 
event after 63 laps. 

The 14th lap had seen Royale 
Racing's day come to an end with 
a crash in turn one. Team Pasta of 
Marin was next to go with a crash 
on the 19th lap. 

The first hour also saw Team 
America drop to 12th place after 
spending some time in the pits after 
being black-flagged for a loose 
fairing. They would battle back up 
through the standings to hold sixth 
after hour two, eighth after hour 
three, seventh after hour four, sixth 
after hour five and fourth at the 
finish. 

The Humans were the first of the 
top teams to pit for a rider change, 
at the 35-minute mark. “We just 
want to try and stay fresh," Hall 
explained. We want to stay more 
aware. This track is unforgiving; you 
can't make a- mistake and get away 
with it, so we'll try and stay fresh 
with rider changes every 36 
minutes." 

Vitesse Racing's Carole LeGall, 
Don Canet and Mike Krynock had 
their Yamaha FZ400 in 10th overall 
and leading the Lightweight class. 
They would continue to do so for 
the remaining hours, finishing 
eighth overall on the little Yamaha. 

The second hour saw the Humans 
make up their lost lap on Team 
Suzuki as the two squads finished the 
first 120 minutes with 75 laps com- 
pleted. 3-D held third followed by 
BMR and 3-D Racing Too. 

At the completion of the third

AMA/CCS EBC Brakes Endurance 
Challenge Series: Round 2 


Dutchman wins at 


Road Atlanta, but 
not by much

BRASELTON, GA, MAY 6 


All too often endurance road racing is a 
simple matter of survival of the fittest, with 
the margin of victory measured in laps 


rather than seconds. 


But at the second round of 
the AMA/CCS EBC Brakes 
Endurance Challenge Series 
held at Road Atlanta, the two 


top-ranked endurance racing teams, 
Dutchman Racing and Hyper-Cycle, 
put the racing back in endurance. 
Dutchman’s Dale Quarterley and 
Hyper-Cycle’s Jeff Farmer engaged 
in a late-race battle that saw Quarter- 
ley cross the finish line first by 10.80 
seconds after three hours and 114 laps 
of the 2.52-mile circuit at an average 
speed of 95.673 mph. 

But it wasn't easy for Dutchman, 
as both team riders, Kevin Rentzell 
and Quarterley, rode injured, with 
Mike Harth eventually substituting 
for Rentzell. 

The Rough Stock Racing All-Stars 
— John Ashmead, Rueben McMur- 
ter and Dr. David Kieffer — had the 
win in the proverbial bag until the 
team’s Honda RC30 developed 
engine problems late in the race, 
forcing their premature retirement. 

Team Gibsonia/Englert Racing’s 
Bob Englert and Dave Smith rode a 
constantly improving race on their 
Yamaha FZR1000, starting off eighth 
and gradually moving up to occupy 
third at the checkered flag. 

Fastline Racing’s southern Cali- 
fornians Jeff Stern and Jeff 
Rheaume, who've finished third in 
their last two outings, today came 
in fourth place on their Suzuki 
GSXR750 after running in the top 
five for most of the race. South 


12 Florida Racing's Rick Shaw and Bill 





Beesch put their Yamaha FZR1000 
into the fifth slot after losing a lap 
and running as back as 18th 
during the first hour. 

GTU (under 600cc) action saw 
defending champ Cam Roos of 
Roswell Honda, joined by newcomer 
Stephen Mathews on a Yamaha 
FZR600, come from far behind the 
leaders after the first-hour standings 
listed them in 34th place, two laps 
down. The duo disputed the findings 
but regained the lost laps, regardless, 
eventually taking the lead in the final 
hour to finish first in class. 

Longevity Moore Racing's New- 
ton Heston and John Choate piloted 
their Honda CBR600 Hurricane to 
second place in the GTU ranks, also 
coming from way back after expe- 
riencing drive chain problems dur- 
ing the early goings. Third place in 
the GTU ranks went to Florida's 
Team Toomer with riders Glenn 
Barry and Jon Roberts riding a 
steady race and running as high as 
eighth overall on their Yamaha 
before being caught and passed by 
both Roswell Honda and Longevity 
Moore. Toomer finished third in 
class and 10th overall. 

Cycle Unlimited Racing's Titian 
Bue and Bill Loomis finished fourth 
in the GTU class on their FZR600 
despite an off-track excursion by Bue 
on the first lap which left them with 
two flattened Astralite wheels. 
Lofgren Racing's Mike Moores and 
Lance Nordby finished fifth in GTU 
on yet another Yamaha. 
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Dutchman Racing captain Dave 
Schlosser never looked so happy. 





Dutchman team captain Dave 
Schlosser showed up at Road Atlanta 
with two Suzuki GSXR1100s, the 
1988 model that the team cam- 
paigned to second place in the 
championship last year as well as a 
new '89 model that had not even been 
track-tested. Quarterley, who pre- 
viously said that his Daytona Dutch- 
man ride was a one-time deal, has 
since had a change of heart and will 
now contest the entire series for the 
Pennsylvania-based effort. Dutch- 
man was also hurting from a lack 
of practice, with the team deciding 
to race the '89 model despite the fact 
that they hadn't practiced on it. They 
soon discovered that it was down on 
horsepower compared to last year's 
bike, but considering the fate of that 
machine, it was the right decision. 

With Quarterley and Rentzell on 
the '89 bike, Schlosser had enlisted 
Harth and Tom Kipp to ride the '88 
machine under the Dutchman Rac- 
ing II banner. That effort lasted just 
a short while, however, as the bike 
developed engine trouble and retired 
on lap three while holding down 
seventh place, Kipp never even 
having the opportunity to ride. 

Defending Champion Carry An- 
drew of Hyper-Cycle was also field- 
ing a new Suzuki, but co-Champion 
James Domay was absent. Domay, 
still recovering from leg surgery late 
last year, was out in California 
helping the team's other effort at the 
WERA Six-Hour at Willow Springs. 

In Domay's absence, Andrew 
again enlisted Jeff Farmer, who'd 
joined Hyper-Cycle for the first time 
at Daytona back in March. Andrew 
had been ill then, opting to stay 
home on the West Coast, and was 
returning to the saddle at Road 
Atlanta. Farmer hinted that he may 
join Domay as permanent co-rider 
later in the year with Andrew opting 
for team captain status once Domay 
returns to action. 

Fastline's Jeff Stern got off to an 
excellent start to begin the three- 
hour event, the former AFM champ 
leading the powerful Suzuki 1100s 
of both Dutchman teams and Hyper- 
Cycle and the 750cc Honda RC30 of 
the Rough Stock Racing All-Stars 
through the esses and onto the back 
straight. But the Fastline Suzuki 750 
was no match for the potent Hyper- 
Cycle machine, and Farmer motored 
past Stern down the long back 
straight and into turn 10 ahead of 
the field. 

Lap two saw Farmer leading 
Dutchman Racing's Rentzell, with 
Dutchman Racing II's Harth third, 
Fastline's Stern fourth, Rough 
Stock's Ashmead fifth, and the 
rapidly closing Keystone Racing 
sixth. Richard Arnaiz was hot on the 
Keystone Suzuki's heels, putting 











Team Motorsports’s Yamaha 
FZR1000 into seventh place. 
Toomer led the GTU machines, 
followed by Longevity Moore, Team 
Ohio and Roswell Honda. A lap 
later, Ohio took the GTU lead, a 
position they would hold until being 


'caught and passed by the Honda of 


Team No Bail before the completion 
of the first half-hour. 

Ashmead put the RC30 into the 
overall lead on lap four, and would 
hold the position until being passed 
by Keystone's Ricky Orlando a half- 
hour 1nto the race. The pass caught 
Ashmead unaware. "I'd slowed 
down," said the Daytona 200 winner. 
“I didn't know anyone was closing 
on me." Ashmead simply turned up 
the wick to retake the lead. 

Nearing the completion of the first 
hour, Rentzell pitted in agony. "My 
right knee still hurts," he said, the 
result of a previous weekend's club 
race get-off. “The pain's making me 
squint so bad I can't see.” 

Quarterley jumped on the bike 
after a six-second pit stop. “We’ll be 
in this in the end," said Schlosser. 

Ashmead handed the leading bike 
off to Canadian McMurter, briefly 
losing their position at the front of 
the pack to Keystone Racing. “It’s 
tough out there, and this wind's not 
making it any easier," said Ashmead. 
Indeed, the wind was ferocious, 
especially on the nearly half-mile- 
long, 170 mph back straightaway. 

Keystone's Orlando soon pitted, 
handing the bike off to talented 
youngster Fabian Cortez, who 
rejoined the race just in front of 
second-place McMurter. The two 
circulated the track together, with 
the Canadian National Superbike 
Champion getting by to once again 
put the All-Stars into the lead. 

Arnaiz held the third position 
before a pit stop caused the team's 
downfall. The quick-fill can 
dumped gas all over the bike, the tires 
and Arnaiz's co-rider Phil Kress. 
After what seemed like an endless pit 
stop, Kress rejoined the race, turning 
one cautious lap before gassing it on 
his second lap and crashing. The 
Concord, California, rider suffered 
three broken bones in his right wrist. 

At the end of the first hour the 
GTU leader was Extreme Racing, 
followed by Toomer, Ohio, Team 
No Drugs and No Bail. 

Fifteen minutes into the second 
hour, Keystone's effort came to a 
grinding halt as the Suzuki threw its 
chain on the front straight. 

The halfway point saw Rough 
Stock still out front, followed by 
Hyper-Cycle, Dutchman, Fastline 
and Gibsonia/Englert. GTU leaders 
Toomer led No Drugs, Roswell 
Honda, Extreme and Ohio. No 
Drugs' race soon came to an end, the 
Hoeppner brothers retiring from the 
race with electrical troubles. 

Hyper-Cycle's Andrew passed 
Rough Stock's Dr. Kieffer for the lead 
during the second hour with Dutch- 
man's substitute rider Harth also 
going by. Shortly thereafter, Andrew 
=e | handing off to Farmer, while 
Harth was replaced by Quarterley. 
Quarterley rejoined the race right 
behind leader Hyper-Cycle, and the 
race was on to the checkered flag. 

Rough Stock’s Ashmead soon 
started his second stint and was 
turning some blistering lap times in 
an attempt to catch the leaders. The 
RC30, however, had other plans and 
Ashmead coasted into the pits on lap 
98 with what Dr. Kieffer called 
“major internal engine damage.” 

Rough Stock’s misfortunes pro- 
moted Gibsonia/Englert into the 
third and final rostrum position. 
Team Gisonia/Englert Racing, who 
were making their first appearance

ing his first overall victory of the 
year. In fact, it was Hines' first 
overall win since his Championship- 
winning season of 1987. 

The factory KTM pilot dropped 
11 points, edging Kawasaki KX250- 
mounted Kurt Hough, from Indiana, 
by one point. It was the third time 
this year that Hough has played 
bridesmaid — once to Randy Haw- 
kins, once to Terry Cunningham, 
and now to Hines. Third overall 
went to the defending National 
champ and current series points 
leader, Hawkins, who carded a 14. 
Rounding out the top five were 
Michigan riders Rick Scharphorn 
and Alan Randt, both riders drop- 
ping 14 points. 

Kawasaki’s Terry Cunningham, 
former four-time National Enduro 
Champion, captured sixth overall 
with a 15-point score, while team- 
mate Larry Roeseler took seventh 
with 16 points. Ohio’s Jeff Russell, 
Illinois’ Jeff Fredette and Califor- 
nia’s Dave Bertram filled out the top 
10. 

Following the Cherry Pit 
National, Hawkins maintains his 
series points lead with 99 points, 
while Hough is in second with 87. 











Six points off Hough’s score is 
Hines. 

The Cherry Pit National has 
become a favorite of the National 
riders. In past years, trail boss Allen 
James of the Twin Bay Trail Riders 
has laid out 100 miles of single track 
trail, taking away 30-40 points from 
the AA riders and 100 or more from 
the B riders. But this year’s course 
was not as difficult. It featured 
enough resets to get everybody back 
on time. Scores were also lower due 
to the fact that the leaves have not 
come out yet and the ferns have not 
come up. Consequently, visability 
through the hardwood forest was 
excellent. 


The 36.6 miles to the first gas was 
almost exclusively established single 
track trail. Hines had already aggres- 
sively attacked the trail, carding a 
score of three to the score of five that 
was held by Hough, KTM's Randt 
and Cunningham. The second loop 
was again made up of established 
single track trail. Most AA riders 
dropped a total of two points 
through the section. Local KTM 
rider Scharphorn only dropped one, 
bringing him within two points of 
Hines. 

Cunningham experienced some 
minor problems entering the second 
loop. At check seven, a check-in, he 
dropped two, while all of the other 
AAs zeroed it. But Cunningham soon 
put his problems behind him as he 
only dropped one at check eight, he 
entered it two minutes late. At the 
end of the second loop, the scores 
read Hines with five, Hough seven, 
Scharphorn seven, and Randt, Roe- 
seler and Cunningham with eight. 


The riders were given a 12-mile 
reset before entering the third and 
final section. Tension was high as 
the riders remembered previous years 
where the club took away 15-20 
points in this AA and A only section. 
Clearly, the race would be won or 
lost here. 

The riders soon learned why the 
club kept the B and C riders out of 
the 13-mile, third section. Within a 
few miles, the best riders in the 
country had dropped three points. 
Hawkins was making his move, 
being the only rider to drop two at 
the midpoint check. If the leaves had 
been out, scores would definitely

hour, Team Suzuki had picked up 
another lap on the Humans, 112-111 
laps. 3-D remained a constant fixture 
in third place despite running into 
handling problems due to a faulty 
shock.

The bike was nearly 
destroyed but some quick work by 
tuner Tom Houseworth and crew got 
the bike out in time to salvage 19th 
overall and third in class.

Hall restarted for the Humans, 
taking an immediate lead on the field 
that would last for the duration. He 
would hand off to Fenwick for the 
closing stages of the race, but at a 
point where, as team manager David 
Zupan said, “I could bring it in from 
here." 

The Humans ended up taking the 
win by two laps. 

BMR Motorsports and their near- 
stock Suzuki held tough to overtake 
3-D Racing for second in the last 40 
minutes, with a strong outing from 
Gossler. The team had planned on 
going the duration with one set of 
ures, but elected to change when the 
race was red-flagged. 

"Everything went real fine," Steve 
Elmore said. “The red flag helped 
us. We weren't planning on chang- 
ing tires, but we went ahead and did 
so during the red." 

3-D's Deveau said, "It became a 
handful to ride after the third hour.

Geboers pulls even 
with Italian GP win

FERMO, ITALY, MAY 7 


Belgium’s Eric Geboers won the Italian GP 
at Fermo with a 1-2 moto score, his second- 
race defeat coming at the hands of Brit David 
Thorpe. Geboers’ win means that the HRC 


duo are now equal at the top 


of the point standings with: 


120 points. 

Chasing the two Honda 
teammates in the points table is 
Kawasaki’s Kurt Nicoll, who again 
completed the top three on the day 
with 3-3 scores and trails Geboers 
and Thorpe in the standings by 29 
points. 

In the first moto Georges Jobe’s 
miserable luck continued when he 
crashed at the start with Dirk Geuk- 
ens in the narrow first turn and 
several riders, including Jacky 
Vimond and Thorpe, were forced off 
the track. 

And more drama was awaiting the 
pack, led by Jeff Leisk and Jacky 
Martens, as they charged down the 
long hills to find that the track had 











been heavily watered despite instruc- 
tions from the FIM International 
Jury that this must not be done. 
Incredibly only Stuart Coyle fell on 
the first downhill and everyone 
missed him, but Dietmar Lacher lost 
it on the second descent and Gio- 
vanni Cavatorta couldn’t avoid him. 
Two potential winners were out, 
Lacher with heavy bruising of the 
ribs which made it difficult for him 
to breathe. 

Lap two claimed further victims 
as Romano Nannini, trying too hard 
on a surface which was more like ice, 
went down in the bottom corner and 
took Leif Persson with him. 

“My first good start of the year and 
that lunatic spoils it for me," said 
Persson. “I was 14th when I got 
going again." 

The group at the front had already

formed. After surrendering the lead 


to Martens temporarily on lap two, 
Leisk took command and. Geboers 
was content in third place while 
Thorpe, having passed 20 riders in 
two laps, was stuck behind Billy 
Liles along with Nicoll. 

Franco Rossi and Karl Sulzer 
weren't far behind, but Kees Van der 
Ven was unable to keep in contact 
as he got used to a new suspension 
setup. 

“We changed forks and shock 
settings after practice," said Van der 
Ven. “The handling was better, but 
I needed half the race to get used to 
it 

By then Vimond and Marc Velke- 
neers had gone out of the race, 
Vimond with a broken chain and 
Velkeneers when his gearbox broke 
as he approached a jump. Rob 
Andrews departed in similar style 
after fighting off a hard-charging 
Jobe for many laps. 

Thorpe had also gone down. 

“I was too anxious to get past Liles 
and Geboers,” Thorpe said. “They 
were holding me back." 

Restarting just ahead of Rossi, 
Thorpe had to hold off the Italian 
with no front brake and a throttle 
grip almost off the handlebar. 

On the next lap Nicoll got past 
Liles and a lap later the sole Amer- 
ican contender was out. 

“T took a stone in the left eye, and 
as I tried to readjust my goggles I 
lost control," said Liles. 

At the same time Geboers came out 
in front of a bruising battle with 
Martens, as each rider tried to elbow 
the other out of the way as they raced 
side-by-side through the corners. 
With Nicoll closing fast, Geboers 
went after Leisk and a tremendous 
battle ensued. Leisk refused to give 
in and on one memorable lap they 
exchanged the lead six times before 
Geboers finally had the advantage of 





the inside line. Leisk still pressured 
to the flag but couldn't repass again. 

Nicoll had looked like a possible 
candidate to pass both Geboers and 
Leisk at one stage. 

"T had a wet-weather front tire, and 
the track was totally dry again for 
the last four laps," said Nicoll. “I 
had to work hard then to keep the 
front wheel in line in every corner." 

Jobe, the fastest man of them all, 
pushed Sulzer onto the rear wheels 
of Thorpe and Rossi on the last lap, 
but there seemed no chance of a 
change in positions until Sulzer 
missed a shift on the run-in to the 
finish and Jobe took seventh by half 
a wheel behind Rossi, Thorpe and 
Martens. Persson recovered from his 
early-race crash to ninth ahead of 
Van der Ven. 

With Lacher, Leisk and Geboers 
in front at the start of moto two, Van 
der Ven, Coyle, Martens, Andrews 
and Adrian Bosshard were the vic- 
tims of the narrow first chicane. 
Coyle hit Van der Ven’s rear wheel 
after they both made superb starts 
and the other three couldn’t avoid 
them. 

Lacher couldn’t keep the pace and 
retired in pain after five laps when 
he dropped out of the points. Still 
there were three Hondas in front as 
Geboers passed Leisk, only to have 
Thorpe take command after five 
laps. Nicoll worked his way past 
Persson and Geukens and set off in 
pursuit of the Honda trio. 

At half distance the lower half of 
the leaderboard had spread out. 
Sulzer in seventh holed a radiator, 
Rossi lost a silencer and Jobe went 
out when his chain derailed. With 
Martens chasing Vimond for sev- 
enth, Liles was gifted ninth when the 
rear end of Mervyn Anstie’s Honda 
collapsed. 

At the front Thorpe always had 
the measure of Geboers and Nicoll 
was a distant third with no silencer 
after passing a tired Leisk. Geukens 
was sixth over Vimond, Martens and 
Liles, while Van der Ven recovered 
from his first-turn crash to round out 
the top 10. .

Vohlands pound 
Pasadena Ultracross

PASADENA, CA, MAY 6 


Sacramento, California’s Tyson and Tallon 
Vohland proved. to be the ones to beat in 
the 250cc Ultracross at the Pasadena Rose 
Bowl. The brothers finished 1-2 in the main 


event in front of nearly 45,000 
spectators, and the win moved 
Tyson closer to Brian Manley, 
who's second, in the series 
points standings. 

The Ultracross format is rather 
unique. First the riders run in timed 
qualfiers to determine their starting 
position in one of two heat races. 
Once the riders transfer to a heat race 
they are placed in one of 12, two- 
man rows. The start is inverted with 
the faster riders starting in the rear 
and the slower riders leading off up 
front. Then the riders who place 
high enough in their heat race 
advance into the final where they are 
again inverted. An MTEG official 
draws a number out of a box, and 
whatever number they draw is where 
the inverting starts with the heat-race 
winners. Additional championship 
points are awarded for every oppo- 
nent a rider passes on his way to the 
checkered flag in both the heat and 
main. This way of scoring makes it 
possible for a rider who finishes in 
the back of the pack to gain more 
series points than the event winner. 

During the timed qualifiers Team 
Green Kawasaki/MS Racing/Pro 
Circuit/DBP/PRO-TEC/Sudco/ 
Bell/Smith-sponsord Manley stop- 
ped the clocks with a 28.429 second 
lap. Jamie Munson was second with 


a 28.934, narrowly topping Tyson 
Vohland by .062 seconds. 

When the first heat race rolled 
around, Cagiva's Mike Young came 
from the third row to top Manley 
after a race-long battle. Young gated 
second behind Bubba Erickson, but 
quickly shot past his fellow Cagiva 
rider on the first lap for the lead. 
Manley, who started in the sixth row, 
also charged hard and found himself 
into third place on the third lap. 
With three laps remaining Manley 
worked his way into the runner-up 
slot after displacing Jamie Morabito. 
Unfortunately for Manley time ran 
out and Young took the win. Tyson 
Vohland netted third ahead of Terry 
Fowler and Jeremy McGrath. 

Series point leader Jim Holley 
collected the gold in the second heat 
race of the night. The Yamaha/PJ1/ 
Accurate Racing/O’Neal/100%/Dirt 
Bike Magazine/Scott/Arai-spon- 
sored rider came from the second row 
to lead Suzuki-mounted Chris 
Young the whole distance. Craig 
Davis, Tallon Vohland and Munson 
rounded out the top five. 

As the 18 riders lined up for the 
main event, Gary Sailors and Tim 
McClintock were on row one with 
Erickson and Paul Vlach sitting 
right behind them on row two. 
McGrath and Munson occupied row 
three with Tyson Vohland and 
Fowler holding down row four.

Once underway McGrath quickly 


shot into the lead with Tyson Voh- 
land and Sailors in second and third. 
On the first lap Manley tried to dive 
underneath Chris Young in a corner, 
but went down hard. 

“I tried to be too careful," said 
Manley. “Young was holding me 
back and I should have just pushed 
my way around him. Instead he 
moved over on me and I crashed. 
With the short races its important 
to make your move on the first lap." 

While Manley struggled to get up 
in the back of the pack, McGrath was 
trying to hold off Tyson Vohland. 
As the pair was going at it Tallon 
Vohland also moved in on McGrath, 
making it a three-way battle for the 
lead. 

Shortly before the halfway point 
Vohland edged up alongside 
McGrath and began to make his 
move. However, McGrath quickly 
retaliated and held onto the number 
one position. A lap later Tyson 
Vohland again pulled next to 
McGrath, but this time he was 
successful as he launched past 
McGrath and into the lead. A lap 
later Tallon Vohland did the same 
thing, which dropped McGrath to 
third. 

Back in the pack Manley was 
struggling to make up for lost time 
and trying to make up points on 
Holley. Holley, who started in the 
back of the pack, was eighth as 
Manley was charging hard in 11th.

The last few laps saw Holley put 
on an impressive charge and move 
into fifth behind Vlach. Tyson 
Vohland captured the win by a split 
second ahead of Tallon Vohland.

"I had this plan," said Tallon 
Vohland. “I wanted to get the fastest 
lap time so that I could get a lot of 
points in the races.

The 200cc AA rider, Ingersoll, 
dropped 1.88 points in the two-loop, approx- 
imately 70-mile enduro in southern Califor- 
nia’s high desert, edging the only other rider 
to card a One, 250cc AA class winner 
Kawasaki-mounted Dave Lambert. Finishing 
third overall with the only Two was another 
Kawasaki rider, Vet 250cc AA winner Mark 
Cook (2.133 points). The first of the Threes 
was Vet Open A class winner Honda pilot 
Tim Beal who edged Vet 250cc A Yamaha 
rider Lee Johnson (3.200). 

Rounding out the top 10 was Honda- 
mounted Vet 250cc AA rider Rich Landreth, 
who squeaked ahead of 250cc A class winner 
Kawasaki pilot Kit Palmer by two seconds, 
3.203-3.205, Senior 250cc A class winner Jim 
Rucker (3.231), Bill Knetz (3.244) and Scott 
Crawford (4.113). 

Taking top honors in the B class was 
Yamaha rider Scott Daw who finished 17th 
overall with a score of 4.258. David Orloff was 
the overall winner in the loop one riders, 
taking the Beginner class win. Donald Gossett 
took second overall followed by Mini B winner 
Chad Cook. 

The enduro, however, had its share of 
problems when a vandal(s) moved some of 
the ribbons and turn arrows, and had rerouted 
the course so it doubled back on itself. Two 
riders were injured when they collided head 
on and some riders got lost and missed the 
second check. A few riders became so frustrated 
trying to find the course that they gave up 
and quit, while others headed back to the pits, 
deciding to ride just the second loop. They 
were hoping that the first loop would be 
thrown out, except for the first check. But this 
did not happen. 

"After going over the score cards afterwards, 
it is apparent that most of the riders eventually 
found the course and easily got back on time 
before check three," said SCEC president Ron 
Webb. “So we scored the first loop but threw 
out the second check.” 

“We're sorry this had to happen, but the 
saboteurs moved the ribbons and arrows right 
after our morning sweep crew rode through. 
We're going to try and make sure this doesn't 
ever happen again!” 

According to Webb, the Bureau of Land 
Management (BLM) is investigating the 
incident, since tampering with course mark- 
ings 1s a federal offense. 

After check two, the riders returned to 
timekeeping mode but soon became confused 
when they arrived at check three and found 
that the clock was exactly 30 seconds slow. 
This gave the faster riders a scare thinking 
they had burned the timed check, however, 
this was not the case when scores were later 
readjusted. 

Most of the A and some of the B riders had 
zeroed the first loop, but two special test 
awaited them in the second loop that would 
put an end to that. 

Ingersoll dropped his only full point of the 
day, as did peo in the final, rocky, special 
test section. When all the points were tallied, 
Ingersoll topped Lambert by a total of 71 
seconds.

Hamill doubles at 
Speedway USA

Youth was served in major portions at 
Speedway USA when Billy Hamill won the 
Scratch and Handicap mains Saturday night.

Hamill found Bienert in no time and tried 
to go inside, but Bienert slammed the door 
in his face. Bienert knew the outside was too 
dry for Hamill and he carefully guarded the 
pole. 

Bienert parked as they came off the second 
turn on lap three and Hamill caught a piece 
of Bienert and sent him to the outside. That 
gave Hamill the lead. By the time Bienert 
found a hold to get back in line, he had 
dropped from first to seventh. Hamill cruised 
to the win.

Doug Renfrow turned in his fastest lap times 
ever to taste victory in the 750cc Production 
class at Seattle International Raceway. The

LOUDON, NH, APR. 29-30 

Jeff Heino and David Sadowski each took 
home two wins, and the lion's share of the 
Suzuki contingencies, at the Loudon season 
opener. 

The Loudon track design was changed due 
to construction hold-backs at the New 
Hampshire International Speedway. Comin, 
out of the old turn nine in front of the padd 
restaurant, riders were forced to U-turn onto 
the oval car track, taking a left-hand sweeper 
around the pond then U-turn again into turn 
one in front of the grandstands. This design 
caused most lap times to increase by six to 
10 seconds. 

The Unlimited Supersport race was a wire- 
to-wire win for David Sadowski. Turning 
1:17s on his new Suzuki GSXR1100, he made 
it look easy. The battle for second was exciting 
with 1988 Rookie of the Year, Craig Cote, 
moving from fifth to second with superb 
riding. The race ended with Sadowski 
winning, Cote second, Mark Reynolds third, 
Phil Cassot fourth and Larry Colton coming 
in fifth. Dave Sadowski's sponsors are Vance 
& Hines, Bell Helmets, Bates, Bel-Ray, 
Dunlop, and Black Bear Farm. 

The most exciting race of the weekend 
proved to be the Heavyweight Supersport 
Expert dice. At the start of the race, Jeff Heino, 
on Michelin Tires, shot from his mid-pack 
gid position to join the lead group imme- 

iately. Sadowski, on Dunlop tires, led the 
first lap followed by Marc Smith, Heino, Todd 
Hebert, and a surprise 750cc class newcomer, 
Sean Osowski. Lap two saw Heino move 











around Smith and slowly cut down Sadows- 
ki’s lead. During the next few laps the 
Sadowski-Heino battle intensified with 
crowd-pleasing slides, turning times in the 
1:16 range with the lead changing several 
times. Third place was taken over by Osowski 
relegating last year’s champion Smith, to 
fourth. The lead changed for the last time on 
lap eight with lapped riders playing a roll.

Kling wins Michigan 
Grand Prix RR opener

GRATTAN, MI, APR. 23 

East Lansing, Michigan’s Fritz Kling rode his 
RH Cycle/Dunlop/Capital Painting/Shoei- 
backed Suzuki GSXR750 to a four-second 
victory over 1988 Michigan GP Champion 
Phil Pummell. Kling has been. a contender 
in this series since its inception three years 
ago. In fact, Kling nearly had the champion- 
ship wrapped up last year, but a broken chain 
in the finale cost him the title. 

Unusually good weather for April in 
Michigan (there was still snow at a nearby 
ski resort), greeted the 40 riders who lined up 
for the start of the 20-mile final. On the pole 
was first-year Expert Bob Sandy, riding a 1989 
Kawasaki ZX7. Sandy won the four-lap heat 
race quite convincingly on Saturday. Kling 
was impressed with Sandy's machine, but was 
optimistic about the final. “I was still catching 
him at the end of the heat race. I'll have 10 
laps to get him in the final," said Kling. 

Defending Champion Pummell rocketed 
off the line first on his Honda VFR750 
Superbike. The fact that Pummell was even 
racing was itself an accomplishment, as he 
was battling a flu that had him light-headed 
and fatigued. Sandy, then Kling, passed 
Pummell going into the first turn. Kling 
tucked in behind the Illinois rider and by the 
end of the first lap was in the lead. The duo 
diced back and fourth several times during 
the second lap. Kling's experience on the 
twisty two-mile circuit began to show as he 
opened up a gap on Sandy. Sandy didn't want 
to get too far behind, so he started s even 
harder; the result being a nasty high-side 
crash. “I was really enthused about ccn able 
to stay with Fritz on his home track. I started 
closing the gap and I think I just got a little 
over- enthusiastic. The throttle throw on the 
'Kaw' is about half that of my Suzuki. I 
whacked open the throttle, and the next thin, 

I know I'm flying through the air," sai 
Sandy, who wasn't seriously injured. 

With Sandy out Kling was in control. Kling 
went on to win the event without being 
challenged. A tight battle for second was going 
on about six seconds behind the leader. Randy 
Gaddey had that position until the last lap. 
Both Pummell and Carl Musat got past 
Gaddey on the final lap. Musat closed on the 
drained Pummell, but wasn't able to make 
a pass on the savvy veteran. 

Ray Yoder was trying to come to terms with 
the new Pirelli tires he was trying.out. Early 
in the weekend, Yoder was clearly not riding 
like he normally does. By the time the Formula 
USA race rolled around late Sunday, Yoder 
decided to put it all on the line. “I figured 
I might as well push the tires and see what 
would happen. I was tired of riding like a 
wimp.” In the F-USA contest Yoder led from 
start to finish, beating Kling.

Pinkstaff, Pittman dice 
at Oregon RR opener

PORTLAND, OR, APR. 16 

Keith Pinkstaff and Joe Pittman rode side- 
by-side through the back section turns in the 
Open Superbike final at the Oregon Motor- 
cycle Road Racing Association's season 
opener sprint races at Portland International 
Raceway. New pavement in turns one through 
five allowed more passes and tighter racing 
than the patched pavement of years past. 

Pitman, riding a Yamaha FZR1000 in 
pursuit of Yamaha contingency funds, 
described the eight-lap sprint as a duel 
between power and maneuverability. He said 
of his win, “It wasn't a cakewalk.” 

“Joe would pull about 20 bike lengths on 
the straight," said Pinkstaff, second on a 
Suzuki GSXR750. But, Pinkstaff added, “I 
knew I could outbrake him a lot into turns 
one and seven.” 

The start of Open Superbike was delayed, 
causing about half the riders to kill their 
finely-tuned engines as they waited on the 
starting grid. After tires cooled and tempers 
flared, the green flag fell and the bikes eased 
into turn one. 

Pinkstaff and Pittman, both of whom 
finished in the top 10 at Daytona this year, 
also dueled in the 750cc Superbike and Open 
Production classes. Local spectators are used 
to the two Zlock Racing-sponsored racers 
passing and repassing each other repeatedly 
in their battles for the lead. Pinkstaff won both 
races, with Kirk Hoeppner in third place from 
start to finish in 750cc Superbike and Steve 
MckKissock taking third in Open Production. 

Hoeppner, part of Team No Drugs up from 
California, gained an early and solid lead in 
the 600cc Superbike class over 25 starters. 
Brian Sutton and Peter Wensloff diced for 
second. Sutton, on his impressive stock 
Yamaha FZR600, finished third in the heat 
race but beat out Wensloff for second-place 
beu money in the final after a race-long 

ue! 

In the 600cc Production final Pittman was 





knocked out of the running early when his 
front wheel was taken out by another racer. 
“I was carrying a lot of momentum,” Pittman 
said, “So I couldn't pull out.” Californian 
David Deveau took over the lead and held it 
over Shawn Roberti in the eight-lap final. 
Marvin Braun was third. 

Also in the 600cc Production race, one 
unlucky rider took a tumble and watched 
helplessly as his bike splashed into the slough, 
the first time the moat has claimed such a 
victim.

SPRINGFIELD, OH, APR. 30 
“We may be here testing, but believe me we 
are racing!" said veteran Steve Morehead after 
he had won the Springfield Half Mile, the 
Ohio dirt track season opener.

Smith sails to 


Invaders H&H win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, APR. 30 

Exploding off the line with a well-timed start, 
KTM's Dan Smith took command of a lead 
he was never to relinquish, in spite of running 
out of gas in the Invaders M.C. 20th Annual 
Saucer Run Hare & Hound at Teagle Wash. 

Although he was never to be challenged by 
another rider during the race, Smith was 
nearly defeated by the loose, sandy ground of 
the tight second loop which consumed more 
gas than he estimated, forcing him to add his 
spare quart with still another seven miles of 
racing to go. 

“Luckily I had a little gas with me when 
I ran out,” said the KTM America/Hi-Point/ 
Metzeler/Maxima/Arai/Scott USA/Z Rac- 
ing/Acerbis/F&L Racing Fuel/Sun Line- 
sponsored Smith. “I was able to make it to 
the last check. The Invaders were nice enough 
to give me some gas.” 

As many miles as Smith has covered racing 
for several years in the Reed Mountain area, 
the Invaders were able to surprise him with 
some unfamiliar terrain. 

Smith was closely followed at the end of 
the bomb run by Ron Shuler aboard a 
Kawasaki. Shuler had just edged out ATK— 
mounted Eric Hallgath. Next on the scene 
trying to find the marked trail through the 
thick dust were Kawasaki pilots Derrick 
Paiemment, Roger Hurd and Cliff Thomas 
riding on a Yamaha. 

“T kept thinking, ‘I can catch him, I can 
catch him,” said Shuler. “But after every turn, 
Dan was farther ahead.” 

Smith had padded that lead to nearly two- 
and-a-half minutes at the end of the first loop. 
Shuler hung on to second place with Hurd 
and Thomas nipping at his heels through pit 
row. Not far behind were Vet riders Mike 
Sixbery, on a 250cc Yamaha, and Mike 
McDonald, riding an Open Honda. Hallgath 
ended his race part way through the first loop 
when a rock punched a hole in his transmis- 
sion case. 

Shuler continued into the second loop 
| aom the elusive Smith, while Hurd and 

omas jammed out of the pits together with 
Thomas’ 490cc gaining the upper hand over 
Hurd's 250cc bike. 

Shuler pressed on through the more 
technical second loop, unaware that it was 
Thomas who was dogging him. 

“I kept going fast looking behind me for 
Hurd,” said Shuler. “Then I realized, ‘Oh, 
no, it's Thomas!” 

"Thomas had been staying in Shuler's dust 
for 30 miles, until both ended off course. 
Thomas found the marked trail first, snatch- 
ing second place away from Shuler. Although 
he was now clear of the dust, Thomas still 
couldn't sight the leader, Smith, who was far 
ahead of the rest of the pack. 

Thomas was second to cross the finish line. 

Shuler cruised in for third place, while 











Hurd survived breaking his front brake lever 
when he fell in the rocks, to take a fourth 
overall and first 250cc. 

The two — Vet riders diced back and 
forth throughout the 46 miles and nearly one- 
and-a-half hours of the second loop until 
Sixbery got a flat, allowing McDonald to take 
the Vet win and fifth overall. Sixbery hung 
on to sixth place and won his Vet 250cc class.

he hopes to ride one more AMA 
National this year, he just has to find 
one that doesn’t conflict with his 
schedule of Japanese National 
Championship F-1 racing. 


Rick Johnson, Team Honda's 
1988 Supercross and 500cc 
National MX Champion, says that 
rehabilitation of his right wrist, 
which he broke on March 5 during 
a practice session for the opening 
125/250cc National MX at Gai- 
nesville, Florida, is “going real 
well. I’m going slowly and trying 
to do it right.” Johnson said that 
the cast was recently removed 
from the wrist, which also suf- 
fered ligament damage, and that 
he's back to riding on the street 
and will try to ride off-road some- 
time this week. “I’m not sure 
when I'll return to racing,” said 
Johnson. “IIl try to ride the Los 
Angeles Supercross (June 10), 
but | don't know if I'll be ready.” 
Johnson spent some of his time 
off traveling to England to pro- 
mote a supercross race scheduled 
for there in December. 


The final round of the AMA 
National Championship Road Race 
Series to be held October 21-22 at 
Moroso Motorsports Park in West 
Palm Beach, Florida, has been 
canceled. Race promoters decided 
not to proceed with the event, the 
first time a National was scheduled 
for the facility, because firm spon- 
sorship had not been secured. Five 
events remain in the series, and an 
additional date is still under 
negotiation. 


The California Desert Coalition 
(CDC) tells Papa that the Today 
Show on NBC-TV will devote a 
feature segment of their Thurs- 
day, May 25, morning program to 
a debate on Senator Alan Cran- 
ston's California Desert Protec- 
tion Act. Marie Brashear, execu- 
tive director of the CDC, will 
debate with the California 
senator. 


A few issues back we told you what 
rock musicians the top motocrossers 
listen to. Who do you imagine road 
racer John Kocinski listens to? Tone 
Loc. As in rap music. Kocinski and 
Viceroy Yamaha teammate Kevin 
Atherton were heard reciting ‘Funky 
Cold Medina’ while waiting in the 
lunch line at the Road Atlanta 
National. Atherton knew all the 
words, but Kocinski had the moves, 
too. Atherton said, “I don’t really 
like rap music; I just think that one 








song is funny." Papa thinks there's 
hope for Kevin, but John is already 
too far gone. 


Kocinski was showing off a scuff 
mark on the left elbow of his 
leathers at Road Atlanta, not from 
dragging it ala 250cc Grand Prix 
racer Jean-Phillipe Ruggia, but 
from an encounter of the close 
kind with a racing car during open 
testing at Sears Point Interna- 
tional Raceway in Sonoma, Cali- 
fornia. Apparently, The Kid 
stuffed the car at the entrance to 
the turn 11 hairpin, passing a little 
too closely on his way to setting 
an unofficial track record. 


A number of the riders at the Road 
Atlanta National were less than 
pleased with the quality of corner- 
working, particularly Yoshimura’s 
Scott Russell. Russell set out to have 
a discussion with the crew after 
falling off in the 750cc Supersport 
race and injuring his knee when he 
slid into a bike that he said had been 
lying there for two laps. Vance & 
Hines Suzuki rider David Sadowski 
also spoke out at the riders meeting, 
saying that something ought to be 
done to improve the situation. 
Another rider who griped about the 
track’s safety procedures was Dutch- 
man Racing’s Kevin Rentzell, who 
insists that the track’s no-counter- 
race-direction ambulance rule 
should be modified to exclude inci- 
dents in the turn 11 area. Rentzell 
cited John Kocinski's heat race crash 
as an example. According to Rent- 
zell, the ruling requires the ambu- 
lance to complete a full lap of the 
2.52-mile circuit to come to the aid 
ofa turn 11 crash victim, rather than 
head counter-race up the pit entrance 
road, a distance of just a few hundred 
feet. 


Thieves stole money and credit 
cards from a number of AMA road 
race competitors at the Road 
Atlanta National, entering the 
racers' unattended vans while 
they were out lapping the race 
track. Former National road racer 
Richard Chambers came to the 
rescue and collected over $1000 
to help the victims, including Greg 
Esser (who lost $1200), James 
Bonner, William Himmelsbach 
and Canadian Jon Cornwell. 
Though the pits were swarming 
with plain clothes policemen on 
Sunday, there were no arrests. 


. Chambers did say, however, that 


the Hall County Sherriff retrieved 
a bag full of I.D. and credit cards. 
"Apparently Sears Roebuck 
credit cards were really big with 
the crooks,” Chambers said, as 
none of those stolen from the 
riders were recovered. 





Canadian National Superbike 
Champion Rueben McMurter has 
been given the use of Bubba Sho- 
bert's 1988 AMA National Superbike 
Championship-winning Honda 
VFR750 Interceptor for the rest of the 
'89 season, and will compete at 
American races which do not conflict 
with the defense of his Canadian 
title. McMurter, who finished fifth 
at Road Atlanta, said that he would 
like to see the AMA adopt the same 
rules as Canada's RACE organiza- 
tion so he can run his Rothmans- 
backed Honda RC30 in the U.S. as 
well as in Canada. “Hopefully, the 
World Superbike races (in Canada 
and the U.S.) will go off really well, 
and the AMA will see the light and 
go with World Superbike rules," he 
said. McMurter also expressed desire 
to do well at the Canadian round of 
the series at Mosport Park, near 
Toronto, Ontario, June 4. “I’m 
Canadian, I have the track record, 
and I want to win there,” he said. 


World Champion Fred Merkel is 
among the early entrants for the 
Honda World Classic, the U.S. 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series that will take 
place at Minnesota's Brainerd 
International Raceway, June 11. 
The list also includes Italy’s Fabri- 
zio Pirovano, who finished second 
to Merkel in the ''88 point stand- 
ings, and last year’s number 3 and 
number 4 point standing finishers 
— David Tadozzi of Italy and 
Stephane Mertens of Belgium. 
The pre-entry list, as of May 3, 
totaled 36 riders — 19 from the 
U.S., five from Italy, four from 
England, three from Canada, two 
from Belgium, and one each from 
Chile, Sweden and Finland. 


The Carsbad vs. Perris Saturday MX 
Challenge resumes on May 20 when 
the third round of the four-race series 
takes place at southern California’s 
Carlsbad Raceway. Currently, the 
Perris team leads the series. The final 
round will take place at Perris 
Raceway on May 27. 


C-Racing returns to Rosamond, 
California’s Willow Springs Race- 
way on August 27 and again on 
November 12. C-Racing offers 
street riders a chance to run 
against the clock on the 10-turn, 
one-mile The Streets of Willow 
Springs course which is adjacent 
to the regular Willow track. Par- 
ticipants will have two timed 
sessions, about five laps each, and 
lap time sheets will be provided 
for each rider to verify his/her 
performance. The $35 fee gets 
you, as Keith Code of the Califor- 
nia Superbike School puts it, “A 
10-mile road with 100 turns and 
no cars or cops, for 35 cents a 
turn!'' Participants must be 18 or 
older and protective riding apparel 
is required. Bikes do not have to 
be safety wired, but must be in 
good condition with plenty of 
rubber.
